| The purpose of the primary reserve 
}is not to create wealth but to conserve 
savings and to provide a fixed income 
on which the investor can rely for at 
least his minimum living expenses. 
Rate of income is not so important 
as its dependability and safety. In 
view of this, there are many advant- 
ages in using annuities as the major 
portion of the primary reserve. The 
|guarantee of arly life insurance com- 
pany licensed to operate under the ex- | 
cellent laws of the State of New York 
;offers the utmost safety that can be 
had. Annuities relieve one for life 
from all investment and reinvestment 
|risks and bother. Likewise an invest- 
ment in annuities is safeguarded 
| against fluctuations of security prices. 
| Moreover, a larger income is received 
than is obtainable from any other 
type of investment with equal safety 
and advantage. For example, an in- 
vestor in annuities can receive about 
'four percent on a form of annuity 
which preserves for his 1amily prac- 
{tically all his principal after he has 
‘enjoyed a life income trom it. Other 
forms guarantee a larger life income 
with proportionately less principal 
‘remaining. For those who have no 
dependents the straight life annuity 
can do a :ot to sweeten life financially. 
At 60 years of age a man can receive 
{an annual life income of about 8.67 
| percent; at 65—10.1 percent; at 70— 
| 12.03 percent. 

| Under the present income tax laws 
ithe income from an annuity is not 
ltaxable until the annuitant has receiv- 
led in the form of income an amount 
equal to his original investment. In 
‘those forms of annuities which pro- 
|vide for proceeds, the funds pass at 
'the annuitan:’s death to his family or 
to charitable organizations in exact 
‘accord with his instructions. Hence 
proceeds from these annuity contracts 
are protected against shrinkage from 
administration expenses, court costs 
and lawyers’ fees. Also, the settle- 
ment of a general estate sometimes 
takes 18 months or more, whereas 
some insurance companies have a re- 
cord of settling nearly 100 per cent. 
of their death claims within 24 hours 
after the usual forms have been com- 
plied. Finally, an annuity is protect- 
ed by diversification. Scattered over 
. hundreds of first lien investments sci- 
entifically selected by the life insur- 
‘ance company, it probably offers the 
best way for the small investor to re- 
|ceive as much safety as the large in- 
vestor. 

This type of primary reserve, how- 
ever, does not offer a chance to sharg 
in the return of prosperity which will 
some day be general; and when the 
cost of living goes up, the fixed in.

When the cost of living goes up, 
business generally improves. With 
the improvement of business, leading 
companies generally increase their 
dividends. At such a’ time the in- 
come from the secondary reserve of 
good stocks might cunceivably in- 
crease more than enough to offsct the 
decreased purchasing power of the 
income from the primary reserve. 
Thus the fixed income from the prim- 
ary reserve in conjunction with the 
fluctuating income from the second- 
ary reserve gives automatic balance. 

It may seem strange that this plan 
calls for no bonds, preferred es) 
or mortgages. I do not consider them 
necessary -or suitable because they 
too provide a fixed income but lack 
many of the attractive features of an- 
nuities. If bonds are used for the 
primary reserve they should be only | 
the highest grade, and in my ‘judg- 
ment the only bonds with safety fete 
parable to annuities are government } 
obligations. So-called second or med- | 
ium grade bonds look both cheap an 
attractive to some people. They 
might go in the secondary reserve but 
I am not in favor of it. My experi-| 
ence in having sold millions of dollars’ 
worth of such bonds convinces me 
that a buyer of them is speculating 
more than he is investing. I think 
diversified high grade common stocks 
offer more attractive speculative pos- 
sibilities than mediuiu grade bonds. 

Many investors have told me they 
approve of this plan, but that their 


| present holdings of stocks and bonds 


would show a large loss if sold now. 
Should they take their losses? The 
best general advice I can offer is that 
an investor have his complete list of 
holdings analyzed by a dependable 
statistician as to the intrinsic value 
of each bond and stock in the list. 
Then, let the investor assume he had 
disposed of his securities at current 
prices and is planning to reinvest the 
proceeds. Let him.consider each bond 
and stock separately in light of the 
analysis as to its real worth. Would 
he buy that particular security at the 
current price? If he honestly would, 
then it might be wise for him to re- 
tain that issuc. But if he would not 
buy it today why should he keep it? 
He should realize that he has al- 
ready sustained a loss whether he 
sells a depreciated security or not and 
he should consider what he now pos- 
sesses a8 sO much actual wealtH 
which must be put to work as intelli- 
gently as possible. 

Finally, in order to put this plan 
of two reserves differing in content 
and purpose to the acid test, ask 
yourself two questions: First: Would 
I be financially happier and sounder 
today had I invested according to 
this plan in years past? Second: 
Shall I be asking myself the ‘same 
question in years to come?
